JURY FINDS JOHN D. S 


SHARP NOT GUILTY 


Rut Is Deadlocked as to the 


Coopers. 


Nashville, Tenn., March 20.—When 
the jury returned a verdict of acquit­ 
tal for John D. Sharp, charged with 
the murder of former United States* 
Senator E. W. Carmack, and declared 
it was “hopelessly tied up as to the 
Coopers,” it was generally conceded 
that the end of the famous case had 
been reached. Nothing daunted by 
the expressive firmnes of Foreman 
Burke’s declaration of a disagreement, 
Judge Hart sent the twelve men out 
for further deliberation and announced 
that he would not discharge them un­ 
til he was absolutely convinced that 
an agreement could not be reached. 
The jurors looked tired, worn and ill 
at ease. From the loud talking heard 
in the room they have been having a 
strenuous time. They are chafing un­ 
der the restraint, too, but evidently 
are conscientious in their determina­ 
tion to vote with their convictions. 
They seqt word to the sheriff that 
their room was poorly ventilated, that 
the plumbing was defective, and that 
several of the men were ill fram con­ 
finement. The room is small, and the 
sheriff decided to let them sleep in 
the quarters in the jail set aside for 
a woman’s hospital, but which has no 
tenants at present. 
Judge Hart fully expected a verdict. 
Several times he consulted with one 
of the jury deputies and when he had 
concluded the day’s docket he sent to 
ask the jury if they had anything to 
report. The 
reply “nothing” came 
back. Evidently the judge had some 
information, however, for he ordereil 
the prisoners brought into court and 
instructed the sheriff to bring in the 
jury. Instead of S. J. Hyde, to whom 
the charge was given, E. H. Burke, the 
first man chosen, carried the papers 
and acted a3 foreman. In response 
to the judge’s question as to whether 
a verdict had been reached, Burke re­ 
plied. 
“We are tied up tight as to 
the Coopers, but we find John D. 
Sharp not guilty.” 
Judge Hart quickly dismissed Sharp 
and ordered the jury to continue its 
deliberations as to the guilt or inno­ 
cence of the Coopers.______

Paris, March 20.— Prem ier Clomon- 
ceau and 
his colleagues 
faced 
the 
strike interpellations in th e cham ber 
of deputies with a determination to 
»»cure endorsem ent of tho govern 
meat’s position in the premises or re­ 
tire from office. 
They won, for the 
chamber rejected a resolution provid­ 
ing for a com m ission to investigate 
the cause of the strik e by a vote of 
354 to IXS. 
From the* very outset It was ap­ 
parent th a t the ch am ber was with tie* 
governm ent and th e attack of the op­ 
position lacked both vim and cohesive* 
ne; s. 
T h ; Socialists centered th *ir 
assaults upon M. Sim van, under secre­ 
tary of posts and telegraphs, but they 
also reproached P rem ier Clem enceau 
with having shifted his position since* 
he had “reached the other side of the 
barricade.” 
T h ey w anted an investi­ 
gation of the s t r i k e situatfpn and they 
pleaded against repressive m easures 
being used against th e men. 
T he Conservatives declared that the 
governm ent was reaping only w hat it 
had sown. 
They pointed out th a t the 
successive Radical governm ents for 
years had encouraged th e state em ­ 
ployes to form associations and th a t 
M. Viviani, m in ister of labor, and M. 
S liny an, had vof d u n d e r the Dhpuy 
m inistry for M. M illerand’s motion to 
recognize the right of the postm en to 
strike. 


General Denial of Charge. 


M. S lm yan’s defense consisted of a 
general denial of the charges of fa­ 
voritism, which h e declared had been 
brought by the em ployes because he 
had refused to accept th e ir recom- 
nu i dations. 
He said in his opinion 
th e leaders for m onths had been pre­ 
paring 
to 
strike. 
T um ult 
followed 
w hen tho under secretary declared 
th a t the principal leaders of the strike 
had been endorsed by from ten to fif­ 
teen m em bers of the cham ber of depu­ 
ties. 
A fter an ho ur of oratory, M inister 
of Public W orks B arthou m ounted the 
tribune 
and 
in 
a 
dignified 
speech 
painted the gravity of the situation 
and the im possibility of th e govern­ 
m ent yielding to the em ployes who 
had revolted. 
T he m inister said the 
governm ent was alw ays willing to dis­ 
cuss th e grievances of th e em ployes' 
associations, but th a t to tre a t with 
them upon a footing of equality would 
be the com m encem ent of adm inlstra 
tive anarchy. 
N evertheless, he indi­ 
cated th a t it was th e governm ent's 
desire to leave the door open for the 
em ployes to return to duty. 
Salvos of applause greeted M. Bar- 
thou's speech.

practically was a te st vote, and the 
cham ber by a m ajority of 206 ordered 
th e speech of the m inister of public 
works placarded throughout France.

GOVERNMENT 
IS ENDORSED 


French Chamber of Deputies 


Sustains Its Position. 


ATTACK OF THE OPPOSITION 


Lacked Both Vim and Cohesiveness. 


Socialists Centered Their Assaults 


Upon the Under Secretary of Posts 


and Telegraphs, But They Also Re­ 


proached the 
Prem ier for Having 


Shifted His Position. 


Paris, March 20.— Prem ier Clemen- 
ceau and his colleagues fnced the 
strike interpellations in the chamber 
of deputies with a determ ination to 
secure endorsem ent of the govern­ 
m ent’s position in the prem ises or re­ 
tire from office. 
They won, for the 
cham ber rejected a resolution provid­ 
ing for a commission to Investigate 
th e cause of the strike by a vote of 
354 to 188. 
From the very outset it was ap­ 
parent that the cham ber was with the 
government and the attack of the op­ 
position lacked both vim and cohesive­ 
ness. 
The Socialists centered their 
assaults upon M. Sim yan, under secre­ 
tary of posts and telegraphs, but they 
also reproached Prem ier Clemenceau 
w ith having shifted his position since 
lie had “reached the other side of the 
barricade.’’ They w anted an Investi­ 
gation of the strike situat(pn and they 
pleaded against repressive m easures 
being used against th e men. 
The Conservatives declared that the 
governm ent was reaping only what it 
had sown. 
They pointed out that the 
successive Radical governm ents for 
years had encouraged the state em­ 
ployes to form associations and th at 
M. Vivian!, m inister of labor, and M. 
Simyan, had voted under the Dbpuy 
m inistry for M. M illerand’s motion to 
recognize the right of the postmen to 
strike. 


General Denial of Charge. 
M. Simyan’s defense consisted of a 
general denial of the charges of fa­ 
voritism , which he declared had been 
brought by the em ployes because he 
had refused to accept their recom- 
mcr dations. 
He said in his opinion 
th e leaders for m onths had been pre­ 
paring 
to 
strike. 
T um ult 
followed 
when the under secretary declared 
th a t the principal leaders of the strike 
had been endorsed by from ten to fif­ 
teen members of the cham ber of depu­ 
ties. 
A fter an hour of oratory, M inister 
of Public W orks B arthou mounted the 
tribune and in a dignified speech 
painted the gravity of the situation 
and the im possibility of the govern­ 
m ent yielding to the employes who 
had revolted. 
The m inister said the 
governm ent was alw ays willing to dis­ 
cuss the grievances of the employes4 
associations, but th at to treat with 
them upon a footing of equality would 
be the commencement of adm inlstra 
tlve anarchy. 
N evertheless, he Indi­ 
cated that it was th e government's 
desire to leave the door open for the 
employes to return to duty. 
Salvos of applause greeted M. Bar- 
thou’s speech.
